Washington, March 24.— The Senate, 
this afternoon, made public the correspond- 
ence between Great Britain and the United 
States, respecting the Pohriiig Sen contro- 
versy. Sir Julian Fauiieefoto, on March 
19th, communicated to Assistant Secretary 
Wharton the substance o[ Lord Salisbury's 
reply to the note of March Cth, to this 
effect : 

1. Ilia lordship docs not believe that an- 
other year's suspension of scaling is neces- 
sary to prevent the undue diminution of.the 
herds. 

2. In view of tho probtvblo loog duration 
of the arbitration serious damage would re- 
sult from a suspension of sealing until it 
should be ended. 

'.}. He suggests that scaling be permitted 
to proceed; tho vessel owners giving in- 
demnity for damages that may accrue. 
On March 22, Mr. Wharton replied to Sir 
Julian Paunoefote, pointing out the loss of 
female life by pelagic scaling, and says that 
Lord Salisbury's contention, that another 
year's suspension of sealing is not necessary 
to prevent "untluo diminution of seal 
herds," is us surprising as it is disappoint- 
ing. For either nation to proceed in dis- 
regard of 'tho claim of the other, pending 
the arbitration, udds but another year of in- 
jury and injustice, and if tho English Gov- 
ernment proceeds upon tho basil of its con- 
tention, no choice is lift for tho United 
States but to proceed upon the basis of its 
confident contention that pelagic sealing in 
Huhring Sea is an infraction of its juris- 
diction and property lights. 

"The President is not willing," tho noto 
proceeds, "to be found in any degree re- 
sponsible for the results that may follow the 
insistence by cither Government, during 
this season, upon the extreme rights claimed 
by it. Tho President declines to disousss 
the proposition to take separnto bonds from 
sealing vessels for damages, and as the 
ponding treaty gives no power to the arbi- 
trators to adjudge damages, there would be 
no risk to tho obligators, and tho bonds 
would be of no value to tho United Stutes. 

As to Lord Salishury'a suggestion that 
Canadian sealers may have claims for com- 
pensation, if Great Britain reatraina pelagic 
ealing, tho President says ho does not aeo 
how tho citizens of tjjjvtioity powers can 
have any claim growing" out of necessary 
trade i (.att aints which may bo lawfully im- 
posed. The further suggestion that arbi- 
tration may not bo ended in time to govern 
the season of 1893 is provided against 
by the treaty itself, and the President 
calls Lord Salisbury's attention to the fact 
that His Lordship's statement, that four 
years have elapsed since the arbitration of 
the Delugoa disputo with Portugal began, 
and the treaty was not signed until June 
13, 1891. 

In conclusion, the President says, "tho 
ist this Government can accept is the 
modus of hist yenr, nnd ho hopes that Lord 
Sali.-bury will give a prompt and friendly 
assent to its renewal, otherwise, this Gov- 
i-rnment as has been already pointed out, 
will be compelled to use the means in i's 
power to protect from destruction or serious 
injury the property and jurisdiction rights 
which it has lung claimed and enjoyed. 

AMERICAN NEWS. 



A Celebrated Doctor Head. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 123.— Dr. D. Hayes 
Agnew died, this afternoon. David Hayes 
Vgnew was born in Lancaster county, Pa. , 
November 24, 1818. His education was 
received at Jefferson College, Pa. , and at 
Newark College, Del. He was graduated 
In medicine at the University of Penusyl- 
ia, in 1S38, nnd began to practice in 
Chester county, but removed to Phila- 
delphia, and became a lecturer in the school 
of anatomy, aUo establishing the Phila- 
delphia scliool of operative surgery. In 
1854 he was elected one of the surgeons of 
the Philadelphia Hospital, where he founded 
ithologioal museum, and was also sur- 
i to the Pennsylvania Hospital. In 
1863 bo was appointed demonstrator of 
anatomy and assistant lecturer on clinical 
surgery in tho Medical Department of 
the University of Pennsylvania. In 1870 
he was chosen to the chair of clinical 
surgery, and in 1871 be became professor of 
the principles and practice of surgery there, 
nnd of clinical surgery in the University 
lospital. Per several years ho was one of 
the surgeons at Wills' Ophthalmic hospital, 
and also one of the surgeons to the Ortho- 
ic hospital. Ho bad attained wide repu- 
tation as a surgeon, and was a rapid and 
skillful operator. In his capacity as effi- 
cient surgeon as well as consulting phy- 
sician, be had many cases of great public 
and scientific importance, the btst known 
being that of President Gar Geld. He made 
many valuable contributions to the litera- 
ture of his profession, among which ore 
works on "Practical Anatomy," issued in 
1807, and tin exhaustive work on tho "Prin- 
ciples and Practice of Surgery," published 
in 1878, tho latter being tho great work of 
his life, and having been translated iuto the 
Japanese language. 

Jnp-GhlncKe rend In t'lc-rinm. 

Cle-Elum, March 23. — Considerable ex- 
citement was occasioned hero, to-dny, by 
the efforts of two Seattle Japs to gain pos- 
session of two Japanese girls who had been 
spirited away by one of their countrymen 
and two Chinamen. Tho girls are. lalo resi- 
louts of Seattle, but for a couple of weeks 
past have been located at North Yakima. 
A dispute arose over the settlement of an 
account between two Japs, who had cbnrgo 
of the girls at North Yakima, and a Chin- 
ese reslaurnntcur there, and the latter cap- 
tured the girls and brought them here to 
hold as hostages until the differences were 
settled. Tuesday moruingS. Shimizu and 
M. Yomanda, Japanese, appeared here in 



quest of the girls, whom tho Chinamen 
had concealed in thu woods. Tho Yakima 
Chinameu wero supported by the local 
colony, and they refused to give any infor- 
mation. Later in tho day the girls were 
discovered, and in Justice Gamble's court 
they expressed a desire to return with the 
Japs, but were fearful for-their lives if the 
Chinamen wero not rest rained. The latter 
wero dispossessed of their weapons, as they 
wer'* all armed with either knives or re- 
volvers. Both Japs and Chinamen are very 
bitter against each other, and it is feared 
there will be more trouble. 

Tho Sugar Trust l>cnls Confirmed. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 23.— The first ac- 
knowledgement by any of the parties in- 
terested in the sugar trust deal that absorp- 
tion of refineries, independent of the plants 
in this city, is being accomplished by the 
trust, was made, to day, by E. C. .Knight, 
who said that the refinery had been in the 
possession of the American company for a 
week past. Tho terms of the transaction 
are not known. Thu Harrisons still refuse 
to talk, but said Uiat their refinery, to-day, 
was turned over to the trust. Mr. Sprock- 
ets also declines to say anything relative to 
the supposed deal lie made with the trust 
The McCahan Sugar Refining Company, of 
this city, has increased its stock to §5,000,- 
000, and in view of tho absorption of the 
leading independent refineries of this city, 
decided to commence operations at once. 

Wheal loiver. 

Chicago, 111., March 24. — Wheat was 
weak to-day on tho lower cables; warm and 
spring-like weather, reports of free selling 
by exporters at the seaboard, and the Cin- 
cinnati "Price Currents" crop summary 
predicting a large crop. 

Almost E soaped. 

SAN Diego, Cal., March 23. —John Stet- 
son, awaiting scutence in the. county jail for 
burglary, was caught in an attempt to 
break out this morning. He had dug a 
bole nearly through tho wall to tho yard, 
and in a short time there would have been 
a general jail delivery. There are a num- 
ber of criminals in the jail, including two 
murderers. Stetson was placed in a tank, 
and, as bo bad a prior conviction against 
him, he will undoubtedly receive a . severe 
sentence. 

Inlcriinlloual Conference. 
New Yoke, Ma ch 23. — The Chamber of 
Commerce last night, forwarded to Congress 
a memorial submitting that the interests of 
the country demand the repeal of existing 
legislation requiring tho secretary of the 
treasury to purchate bullion, strenuously 
opposing tho free, coinage of silver, and re- 
commending an international conference 
with the other great commercial nations of 
the world. 

inverted by the Strike. 

San Francisco, March 24.— Tho Pacific 
Coast Steamship Cotnpany'H steamer Uma- 
tilla will sail for Pugot Sound ports, to- 
morrow. She has no freight for Vancouver, 
this time, as the strike on the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway frightened away shippers. In 
consequence, about 700 tons of merchandise 
will go Ea3t from Seattle, over the Northern 
Pacific. 

tireat Northern Construction. 

Everett, March 23. — A messenger from 
the line of the Great Northern reports tho 
work progressing very rapidly. Yesterday 
a complete outfit of teams, grading carts, 
tools, etc., started up the siuth fork of the 
Skyhomish to establish a camp at Martin 
creek. This will be the outpost for tho 
present, for it is within five or six miles of 
the summit. The contractor in charge of 
the outfit said that the snow is nearly gone 
at Martin creek, where his camp was to be 
established, and the wagon road would he 
built to it in a few days, A tunnel 1,500 
feet long is lo be built there, and work 
on this is to he begun at once. Three 
boats — the Minnie M., Florence Henry, ami 
Monte Cristo— hnvo been running this 
week between Snohomish und Sultan, carry- 
ing supplies. A large number of men are 
met evory day going up tho river to find 
work on the Great Northern. So far the 
demand seems to equal tho supply. It is 
expected that later on, as some of tho 
earlier contracts on tho Great Northern ex- 
pire, the men will cross over und find work 
on the Monte Cristo road, bo that good 
times for workingmen are anticipated all 
summer. The (heat Northern will purchase 
tho steamer City of Ellensburg, for use on 
the Upper Columbia in construction work, 
and two other steamers will be built at 
Pasco for tho company, 

tuning to I In- N'ortli . 

San Francisco, March 2-1. — The steam 
schooners Jeanie and Jennie sailed for 
Alaska, to-day Tho latter is the last of 
the scaling fleet, and the former has a 
canning, .outfit for Kiirluk, She carries 
about 150 Chinese to assist in the packing. 

Pasture or National Park. 

Fresno, Cal., March 23.— A large num- 
ber of sheepmen appeared before the super- 
visors, yesterday, to urge the board to for- 
ward a petition to the secretary of the in- 
terior, asking him to hold tho matter of 
setting aside certain mountain lands in this 
( I'ulare) und Kern counties for a nationul 
park in abeyance. The sheepmen are very 
much opposed to the measure, and say it 
was taken in consequence of information 
supplied to the Government by persons here 
who ute ignorant of tho ill it would work. 
The reason given for setting aside said 
lands was to protect the watersheds of the 
valley againBt injury by sheepmen. It waa 
claimed that sheepmen were tile cause of 
tho forest fires, as they burned over the 
range to improve it. They indignantly 
deny this, and are determined to make a 
strong effort to have the order setting aside 
said lands recalled. Tho supervisors are 
favorably inclined, and will grant the re- 
quest of the sheepmen. They took testi- 
mony, to-day, in tho matter, which, after 
being properly arranged, will bo Eent on to 
Washington City. It is estimated that if 
the relief sought be refused, and the park 
established, tho I033 to tho sheep industry 
icre would be about §1,000,000 annually.

Ottawa, March 24. — Messrs. Earlo and 
Prior put in effective woik in the Depart 
ments, to-day. They interviewed Hon 
Mr. Tuppcr, in reference to pilotage mat- 
tors, which they desired to have placed 
a more satisfactory footing. They also 
asked that the Quadra bo allowed to occa- 
sionally render assistance to wrecks. They 
saw Hon. Mr. Ouimot, respecting the erec 
tion of a new postollieo and custom-house 
and interviewed Sir Adolpho Caron and 
strongly urged the granting of a mail sub- 
sidy for a steam route to Fort Simpson and 
way ports. 

A proposal is on foot to create a registrar 
of shipping at Victoria, relieving the cus- 
toms olliecrs of this duty. dipt. Lewis, 
agent of the Ma ine Department, will likely 
bo appointed Registrar, Ciptain G.iudin 
becoming Murine agent, and Captain Wal- 
bruu commander of the Quadra. 

A militia general oreler states that fur- 
loughs, limited to six weeks, may be grant- 
ed to non-commissioned officers and men of 
the permanent corps, stationed in British 
Columbia and Manitoba, to enable them to 
visit their frionds in the E ist. 

Charles St. A. Pearso has been appointed 
Provisional Lieutenant, No. 4 Battery, Vic- 
toria, Columbia, Brigade of Artillery. 

The Prohibition Commission was organ- 
ized to duy, all being present save Mr. 
Monahan, Secretary. Sir Joseph Hickson 
wus elected chairman. 

A score of deputations are in town to-day. 
The architects want duties on foreign plans 
and tracings paid on the price paid by the 
purchaser, and not on the mere cost of the 
draughtsman's labor. 

Thu stove manufacturers ask for in- 
creased duty on steel plate for kitchenware. 
Another deputation want an iuorensed duty 
on scrap iron. 

The Ontario fruit canners waut increased 
duties on dried peaches, dry berries, or an 
equalization with raw fruit.

An influential deputation, introduced by 
Mr. Ives, advocated the imposition of an» 
export duty on spruce logs and spruce pulp 
wood. They say from the tone in which 
the ministers received them there are strong 
hopes that this request will bo granted. 

Hon. Mr. Carling will introduce a bill to 
amend the Patent Act, abolishing tho neces- 
sity of filing a model, and extending the life 
of a patent to 18 years. 

A deputation of members urged the Gov- 
ernment to grant one copy of the Statistical 
Abstract to every school in Canada. 

Petitions wero served to-day on Messrs. 
Featherstone, Liberal, Peel; Hughes, Con- 
servative, North Victoria, and Cargill, Con- 
servative, Eist Bruce, notifying them that 
their elections had been protested. 

Messrs. Guillett and Boyle wero intro- 
luced, this afternoon. Mr. Boyle, after 
baking hands with tho Speaker, attempted 
to cross through in advertence between the 
Speaker and the mace, but was stoppeel by 
the Sergeant ut-Arms. 

Mr. White's bill to amend the Insurance 
Act was read a second time. 

Tho Budget debate was continued by 
Messrs, MoDonuld (Huron), Campbell, 
Devlin, and Peiry. Mr. Cameron (Inver- 
ness) moved the adjournment of the debate.

RUNNING SMOOTHLY. 



The CP.R. System Running- Smoothly 
—13 very thing- Quiet— Progress of 
the Arbitration. 



General Indications Hopeful— Freight 
Rapidly Moving-Tribute to the 
Peacemakers. 



Toronto, March 24.— The announcement 
that the strike on the CP.R. was finully 
off was received in this city with the great- 
est satisfaction, not only by the employes, 
who believe thqy have gained their point, 
but by citizens generally. Thero is no 
doubt that if tho settlement had been 
further delayed the strike would have ex- 
tended to the Ontario and Quebec divisions, 
last night. 

Montreal, March 24. — Vice-President 
Shuughnessy, of the C. P.R., made the fol- 
lowing atutement, to-dny, as to the situa- 
tion of the strike : Up to noon, to-day, 
everything is quiet and running smoothly; 
passenger trains have been made np on 
time and aro now all in motion uccording to 
schedule. Freight that accumulated during 
the pa«t few days is going fnrward, and all 
dead freight is' being cared for. I antici- 
pate that the committee of live engineers, 
who are to settle the points ou which the 
trainmen and tho company differed, will 
come to an arrangement agreeable to both 
parties, though the company is not com- 
mitted to their decision. \Ve have merely 
agreed to allow them to try what they could 
effect. 

Tho Witness, editorially commenting on 
the strike, says: "The public, the com- 
pany and tho employes with the ruilroad 
are all to be congratulated over the sudden 
termination of the strike. All concerned in, 
or connected with the strike on the C.P.R., 
owe hearty thanks to the engineers nnd 
firemen, who, not being connected with the 
strike themselves, and refusing to assist the 
strikers in any way, nevertheless retained 
the confidence of their dissatisfied fellow- 
workmen, aa well as that of the company, 
nnd the coining intermediates brought 
about an understanding between the com- 
pany and the strikers. The confidence re- 
posed in them by both sides, as well as 
the success of their efforts to bring 
about peace, do the greatest honor lo the 
engineers and firemen, who have, besides, 
the blessings of the peace makers. That the 
C.P.R. company should have so much faith 
in one class of their employes, as is implied 
in placing their interests in tho hands of 
that class in a disputo with other employes, 
is not only a compliment to t he engineers 
but is highly honorable to the company 
which bus displayed its trust in men whom 
it deeniB trustworthy in such a signal man- 
ner^ Such a reconcilement of a labor quar- 
rel is, wo believe, absolutely unique, and ii> 
a thing for Canada to be proud of."

Summonses, signed by Speaker Higgins, 
of the Provincial Legislature, were served 
on tho publishers of the Columbian, to-day, 
by Deputy Sheriff Armstrong, notifying 
them to appear buforo the Bar of tho House, 
on Tuesday next, to make answer for a 
scandalous libel aaid to havo been con- 
tained in a certain editorial published on 
the 17 th inst. A long editorial on tho sub- 
ject is published, this ovening, concluding 
as follows : "While repudiating tho false 
construction. which has been purposely put 
upon our utterances, wo cannot, retract one 
iota of the deserved condemnation which 
they were intended to express.

Gold Commissioner Fitzstubba is under- 
stood to be on his way in from Victoria with 
instructions to put tho Slocan river trail in 
thorough repair, so that supples can be 
packed into the Slocan country. 

Tho lake at the head of Cottonwood Smith 
creek abounds in trout, and expert fisher- 
men bring in fine strings daily. 

The frame of the Presbyterian church is 
up and enclosed, and Rev. Mr. Turner, 
Methodist, is looking around for an eligible 
silo on which to erect a church for his (lock. 

Billy Perdue arrived at Nelson, on Fri- 
day, with as lino a bunch of beef cattle as 
was ever slaughtered in a live "mining cen- 
ter," one of J hem dressed 1,034 pounds. 

Harper's Monthly recently contained a 
sketch, entitled, " Dan Dunn's Outfit." 
Mr. Dunn is the contractor for tho wharf, 
and has been beset with troubles from the 
start. First, his partner backed out on dis- 
covering that he had figured tho job too 
low; then the ico in the outlot delayed the 
'bringing down of the piles. Next, in erect- 
ing the derrick, he stopped on a nail, which 
laid him up for several days. Then, just as 
things began to work smoothly and the 
profits appear on tho right sido of the ledger, 
tho derrick toppled over, and along with it 
disappeared much of tho profits. 

Frank Fitch, who, with his partners Jack 
O'Neil and John Fritz, has been doing de- 
velopment work on tho President, on Duck 
oreck, reports a tunnel in (10 feet. While 
the tunnel is not on the main ledge, it has 
been. in ore all the way. Ho expects to 
strike tho main ore body iu about another 
S» feet.. T. C. Wells, who has been wt 
Wi.ik on the Tarn O'Sbanter, a claim on the 
east, side of tho lake, reports that property 
looking fine. The tunnel is in about 140 



feet on tho ledgo, which shows a 5-inch 
streak of ruby silver, that gives high assays. 
The ledgo is well defined, and carries a 
good grade of ore its entire width. Owing 
to the breakage of tho pump, work was sus- 
pended on tho Union mine, at Ainsworth. 
Work has also been suspended on the 
Neosho, owing to tho inflow of water. Tho 
shaft was sunk 100 feet by windlass, and 
the water cannot now bo handled without 
machinery. Superintendent Wullaco goes 
to Seattle to consult the owners of the pro- 
perty. Pending letting a contract to sink 
the shaft another 100 feet, all work, other 
than keeping the pumps running, has been 
suspended on tho Krao. Everything is 
running along smoothly at the Tenderfoot 
and tho Skyline. 

The Kooten% Lake country is an elysium 
for law-abiding people, no matter what 
their nationality, religion, or politics. 
Peoplo coming hero are not asked whother 
they are descendants of an English lord or 
an Irish tenant farmer; or whether their 
forefathers were communicants of tho holy 
mother church, or worshippers of tho sun; 
and tho only man in the whole lake country 
that is intolerant, on political questions is 
Jack Gibson, the Nelson druggist. But 
there is one class of men the people here 
will not tolerate, that is, men who pack 
six-shooters, and who make desperado plays 
every time they drink three-fingers of red 
liquor. Boys, before starting for this sec- 
tion of the Pacific Coast, loan your shoot- 
ing-irons to your uncle, and, on your ar- 
rival here, you will not bo long in finding 
out that a pistol is not needed in protecting 
either your life or your property rights. 

AINSWORTH. 

(From tho Hot Springs News.) 

Tho Spokane brought in 15 tendorfect for 
Kaslo, eight mine owners for Ainsworth, 
and Billy McLean (a stowaway) for Nelson. 

An enthusiastic meeting was held at 
Ainsworth to raiso funds to complete the 
t rail up Kaslo creek to tho Slocan mines. 
Il was estimated that §150 would be re- 
quired to do tho work. 

The crib work of the new wharf is above 
water, and good headway is being mado 
with tho work. 

S. D. Taylor, editor of tho Bonner's Ferry 
Herald, paid tho lake country a first visit 
this week, coming in and returning on the 
Spokane. Mr. Taylor reports Bonner's 
Ferry growing and its business houses doing 
a good trade. Most of tho buildings iro 
being erected between tho ravine and the 
site of Fry's hotel. He reported that the 
track of tho Great Northern wa3 to havo 
been laid to Bouncr's Ferry to day, and that 
the east end was about 130 miles distant. 
The track layers are laying about two miles 
a day on each end, and connection will be 
made by May 1st. Tho Herald has been 
greatly improved since taking up its quar- 
ters at Bonner's Ferry, and it is now one of 
the best papers in north Idaho. 

James Anuel was drowned iu the outlet, 
at a point about midway between Balfour 
and Buchanan's mill, on Saturday last. He 
was at work at Rowo's wood camp, on the 
south side of the outlet, and had crossed to 
Bremner's camp on tho north sido with 
some of the men employed there. On re- 
turning ho fell out of his dug-out and was 
drowned, the body being found in about '20 
feet of water a short diatanco from the 
shore. He was under the influence of 
liquor at the time. Mr. Annel was a native 
of Kildonan, Manitoba, where his mother 
now lives. He was well known along tho 
line of tho Canadian Pacific, having lived 
for a time at Donald. In tho absence of the 
coroner, G. O. Buchanan, who is a justice 
of the peace, held un inquiry ; but there 
being no evidence that death resulted from 
other causes than drowning, the remains 
were buried at Balfour, on Monday. 

W. J. Wilson, who intends putting in a 
stock of general merchandise at Kaslo City, 
was one of tho arrivals on tho Spokane. 

It is rumored that the owners of the 
townsite of Ainsworth will incorporate 
under the "Companies' Act," and soon 
thereafter will begin grading streets and 
putting in water and electric light works 

G. 0. Buchanan is making preparations 
to move his sawmill from its present site 
on the outlet to Kaslo City, where he has 
vulualde timber limits. The mill machin- 
ery will not bo moved until high water, 
when it can be more readily handled. The 
mill when erected at its new site will be 
one of the most complete on the lake, as the 
latest and most-improved machinery will be 
added, including a new (iO- horse-power 
boiler with sawdust-burning fire-box, t 
turning lathe, molding sticker, and jig saw 
A dry kiln will also bo built. 

No one in the valley of the Kootenay was 
better known than " old man " Thompson, 
the ranchman, whoso death is reported by 
passengers who arrived at Ainsworth on 
the Spokane. Jesse B. Thompson was a 
native of Illinois, and an old-time pioneer 
<jf Montana, where he lived until the Black 
Hills excitemejt broke out. He put in 
several yeare in that country and finally 
concluded to drive a stake in Iduho, settling 
on the ranch on which he died four years 
ago. Ho leaves u widow and a grown-up 
son by a first wife. Although at times 
given to using emphatic language, his heart 
was in the right place, and his death will be 
regretted by many people along Kootenay 
river on both sides of the line. 

It is rumored at Ainsworth that G. T. 
Kane, tho founder of Kaslo City, was mar- 
ried tho fore part of the week at Fry, Idaho, 
ti Miss Juliu, the third daughter of Richard 
Fry. 

There is neither a smelter or sawmill at 
Balfour. The snow is all gone. The tun 
nel on tho Outlet, a claim half a mile fron 
the town, is in 27 feet. The vein matter is 
in about 20 feet wide, and carries gold and 
silver.

Interesting Remarks iu Regard to 
British Columbia— Its Advantages 
aud Resources. • 



Tho following are somo of the remarks 
made at tho meeting of the Royal Colonial 
Institute, London, in February last, 
apropos Rev. Canon Bcanland'a paper on 
"British Columbia— a problem of Colonial 
development." 

Mr. A. Staveley Hill, Q.C., M.P.: I oboy 
your call, Mr. Chairman, but I may eay I 
came hero for the purpose, not of addressing 
you, but of listening to tho lecture of my 
friend Canon Beanlands, who kindly showed 
me over some interesting parts of Victoria 
somo three years ago. I went out to Brit- 
ish Columbia in the year 1889, having read 
and heard of the wrongs done to tfce scalers, 
and as a member of the House of Commons, 
and one taking and interest in Canada and 
colonial matters, 1 desired to seo what was 
the real state of tilings, I made a journey 
over the island, or a great part of tho 
island, to seo what was its climate and its 
potentialities in regird to immigration. As 
regards climate, 1 must any there is nothing 
left to bo desired. It bus, I believo, the 
most lovely climate in tho world. Sir 
Charles Topper has spoken of the roses ho 
saw in April, 1SS0: 1 wus there in October 
and November, 1SS9, and the roses were 
still flowering as thought they were in ex- 
istence all the year round, 

As though they never f '(led tkore 
Bui bloumed In immortality— 

The climate is so exquisite, the country 
so beautiful, that the island is becoming, 
and will to a still greater extent become, 
a residential place, nut only for British Col- 
umbians, but also for people in the United 
States, who will find there a far more 
healthy and beautiful homo than anywhere 
to the South. I remember standing on tho 
terrace of the house of my friend Senator 
Macdonald, and looking across the Straits 
to tho snow-topped Olympian range of blue 
hills, and tho glorious forests, and I may 
say I do not believe there is to be found a 
more beautiful h mo than that one omside 
Victoria. With regard to tho Bealers, I 
went out . to inquire, first, as 
to the animals killed in what is 
called pelugic scaling; secondly, how far 
there was a destructive diminution of the 
seals themselves; and, thirdly, whether, 
there was wastefulness in the mode of kill- 
ing. My conclusions were embodied in some 
letters which appeared in tho Times, in 
which I showed, having made the most care- 
ful examination, that tho number of seals is 
not diminishing, but that they aro to bo 
found in Behriug Sea in even greater num- 
bers than before. I further showed that 
the mode of killing is not a wasteful mode, 
but I also came to tho conclusion that if 
there is to be a greater preservation of seal 
lifo it is to be brought about, not by any 
alteration iu a wastelul killing of tho seals, 
tho system or season of sea-sealing, or the 
killing in the open, but by regulating more 
carefully the mode in which the seals are 
killed on tho Pribylov Islands. Talk of tho 
Victoria Bealer being a poacher ! Who is 
the poacher — the man who kills on the nest, 
or the man who kills in tho open field ? I 
am glad to hear that the arbitration clauses 
are arranged, and I feel quite sure that 
when tho report comes home, the view that 
I have tuken will be completely borne out, 
viz., that the quantity of seals in tho Behr- 
ing Sea is greater than ever before, and 
that the killing by tho Victoria Bealer is 
not a wastiful Uut a proper modo of obtain- 
ing and bringing to market a useful article 
of commerce. In conclusion, I will only 
add that, while I believe there is no more 
charming climate, and no better placo for 
immigrants, this is not a couutry for great 
wheat farms or large cattle ranches. It is 
admirably adapted to tho labor aud capital 
of the smaller cultivators, and nowhere will 
such persons Hud themselves better placed 
than in British Columbia and Vancouver's 
Islan d. 

Mr. A. W. Hauvkv, M.L.C., New- 
foundland — Your secretary was kind 
enough to usk me to mike a 
few remarks on Canon Beanlands' 
paper, but I feel that anything I hud to say 
has been anticipated by previous speakers. 
It has been alleged that the death of these 
young seak on the Pribylov Islands ia 
caused by Canadians killing the mother 
seals in the sea. Now, I do not think that 
in the present year Canadians have been al- 
lowed, at any time, to teal within 120 or 150 
miles of those islands. It is utterly impos- 
sible, therefore, that the deaths of any seals 
on the Pribylov Islands can bo laid at 
the door of the Canadian soalers. On the 
Atlantic side, the seals do not go to the 
islands for tho purpose of bringing forth 
their young, but, on the contrary, with an 
extraordinary amount of intelligence — al- 
most inspiration, for it is more than instinct 
—the old mother seals pick out the most in- 
accessible parts of the ice floes, 
and there the young aro all born 
within a few days of each other — 
always about tho end of February. After 
suckling their young, they take to the 
water aud go away (idling, while the ice on 
which the young lie is dritted by wind aud 
wave, sometimes an much as 15 to 20 or 
even 50 miles iu the 21 h mrs. Io the mean- 
time, as I have Haid, tho mother seal is 
away fishing; but every night she returns, 
and it is certain that in the 12 or 14 hours 
she is away she cannot ^o farther than UO 
miles, and to do this she must swim contin- 
uously in one direction at tho rate of at 
least 10 knots an hour, and by tho most 
singular instinct — far transcending any- 
thing in man — she returns, and, unguided 
by compass or chronometer, she discovers 
and Buckles her offspr ng. Tho most extra- 
ordinary thing is that every ono of these 
:)00,0t)() seals— formerly there wa3 double 
that number on our Bide — is able to pick 
out her own baby, never, so far as is known, 
making a mistake. Suppose that 
in London 300,000 babies were born 
in ono week, and that for a certain 
time their mothers were taken away from 
them. On their return, how many of the 
mothers, do you think, would be able to 
pick out tln ir own babies, especially if the 
babies wore no particular dress or mark ? 
Yet that ia « hat the seals do. One point 
with reference to this sealing question, and 
that is that the comp'aint that has come 
since the Commissioners left tho sealing 
grounds, viz., that the deaths of these 
thousands of young seals is the work of 
Canadian poachers, ia entirely untrue ; on 
the contrary, they lie at. the door of tho 
great United States. That will be discov- 
ered, whatever may bo tho result of tho 
present arbitration, which, I feel sure, must 
, go entirely in favor of Canada, for, as the 
mother seal returns at intervals not exceed 
ing 14 hours to the islmds, to suckle her 
young, she cannot have gone more than 00 
miles from tho islands, and as Canadian 
sealers have not been allowed to fish within 
at least 100 miles of tho islands, a perfect 
alibi U proved, aud tho accused must be ac- 
quitted.

subject, three quarters of my speech was 
anticipated by Sir Charles Tuppor, and the 
remainder by Souutor Macdonald, but 1 
will give you a few figures which may be 
interesting. I went out to British Colum- 
bia twelve years ago, and I have never been 
Sorry for it since. At that time Victoria 
consisted of 5,000 people; now the popula- 
tion is 22,000, or moro than quadruple. 
Westminster had 2,000; it now has 10,000. 
Vancouver had neither "a local habitation 
nor a name," and now it has 15,000. That, 
I think, tells very well ec far us develop- 
ment iu that respect i3 concerned. The 
farms in tho country at tho time I went 
were very few in number. According to 
report current in the cities, the country wnB 
nothing but a wilderness — nothing but 
mosquito bogs. Now thero are 10,000 
prosperous aud happy farmers. I remember 
tho time whoti thero were not moro than 
1,500 farmers in the country. Then, as Sir 
Churles Tupper hod aptly remarked, we 
hud to go through American territory to 
get anywhere; now, in . British Columbia, 
we go over our own line, and last year I had 
the pleasure of going from London to Van- 
couver in fourteen days, stopping twenty- 
five hours on tho way, 1 otherwise I should 
havo performed tho journey in thirteen 
days. When the steamers which aro en- 
gaged in tho China and Jap in trudo were 
tirst put on, they further increased our 
prosperity, and as tho Canadian I'acitic rail-- 
way havo put on three new steamers iu con- 
nection with their lino, we hope wo shall 
have tho bulk of that trade. In lumber, up 
to tho present the Americans havo done the 
greutest trade. For instance, in 18!)0 the 
trade with Australia was .'100, 000,000 feet, 
of which Uritish Columbia sent 15,000,000 
feet, while the Americans sent 285, 000,000. 
When tho British Government gives us a 
line of steamers, those figures will be ic- 
versed, because tho Australian merchants 
declare that tho lumber of British Columbia 
is ten per cent, better than that of 1'uget 
Sound. With regard to mining, that ques- 
tion has been touched upon slightly, 
but mining is reully tho hope of 
British Columbia. Tho mineral wealth of 
British Columbia is greater than that of 
any other country of its size. I got the 
other duy the returns from a few sample 
ores which were sent away from British 
Columbia. I said to tho gentleman who 
gave them to me, "Why don't you toll this 
to your friends '! " and his reply was, "It 
would be no use; they would not heliovo it." 
The Silver King, a mine .which waa 
owned principally by Americans, was 
the first mentioned, and here 1 1 11 
tons produced §.'18,000, or a little 
over £00 a ton. Iu another mine "250 tons 
yielded §0,300 to the ton, and another gave 
£25 to tho ton. Within the last ninety 
days thero has been a great strike made in 
the Kaslo country in Kootcnay, and the re- 
ports by the prospectors aro something 
enormous, hut I havo uutbentic information 
that many samples arc over §2,000 a ton. 
This promises to surpass anything over 
Btruck in the celebrated Comstock 
or Leadville, and indicates great things 
for British Culunibia in the future. With 
respect to land, Lord Aberdeen mado sev- 
eral investments, but tho largest and mosk 
important was £50,000. Lord Aberdeen 
does not intend to hold this in one immense 
block of land and to sublet it, but to cut it 
hp and sell it so that each man can have his 
own freehold, and that is what we believe 
in in our country. Wo havo a first-class 
agricultural country, and 1 think I ought to 
take Canon Beanlands to task for what I 
may call the "black eye" ho has given to 
the land speculators. I believe in land 
speculation, and I think that is what makes 
or aidB the progress of a new country. If 
you had seen the country grow as I have 
from a mere nothing to what it is, if yon 
had seen Vancouver as I did and ns it is 
now, you would Bay there is something in 
land speculation after all. If it hud not 
been for the immense profits which these 
land speculators made, there would not 
have been this progress.

WILL JUSTICE BE DONE; 

We are glad to see that measures aro to 
bo tnkeu to indemnify the sealers of this 
province for the damage they have sus- 
tained on account of the sudden action 
taken by the governments of Great 13ritain 
and the United States, last year, in keeping 
sealing vessels out of Bell ring Sea. The 
sealers had been permitted to fit out their 
vessels fur the long and expnnsivo voyage. 
They did not receive a single word of warn- 
ing. It was only when they arrived at 
Behring Sea, and wero overhauled by the 
British or American cruisers, that some of 
thorn were told that an agreement had been 
entered into by the two governments, and 
that they must return home. Every ono 
can see that such a way of treating men, 
engaged in a legitimate industry, was un- 
fair. It would have been hard enough to 
keep them cut of the sea for the season, 
after due warning had been given them, 
but to meet them on the high seas ami turn 
them back, after they had engaged their 
men, and fitted out their vessels at great 
expense, was an exercise of power which it 
is hard to justify. There can be no doubt 
that the men who were made to suffer loss 
by the action of the Government are en- 
titled to compensation. 

It must be remembered that according to 
the British contention hunting tho seal in 
Behring Sea, more than three miles from 
United States territory, is a perfectly legi- 
timate occupation. The seals swimming on 
the high seas are fern: maturai. and are the 
property of those who can either catch or 
kill them. This is what tho British Gov- 
ernment holds, and British subjects, there- 
fore, when they hunt seals on the high seas, 
are entitled to the protection of that Gov- 
ernment. It is on this understanding that 
British Columbians have, for years, fitted 
out vessels to hunt seals in Behring Sea. 
When Great Britain agreed to the modus 
vivendi, without giving British Columbian 
sealers notice, it took tliern at a disadvan- 
tage, and caused them to sutler loss, through 
no fault of their own. We are glad to see 
that there are indications that Lord Salis- 
bury's Government takes this view of the 
matter, and we may bo sure that the Com- 
missioner who is on his way here to investi- 
gate the claims, will deal with the men in- 
terested in the sealing industry fairly and 
intelligently. 

NOT LOO/GAL. 

The Orcgonian, usually moderate and 
logical, is culling out for retaliation because 
Lord Salisbury will not consent to continue 
the niodwt rin ndi. It declares that the 
United States gives Canada commercial 
privileges wortli $20,000,000 a year, and 
now " to force us to givo more, she proceeds 
to plunder our property in Alaska." In 
the first place the United States does not 
give Canada one single dollar for which she 
does not give a full equivalent. American 
shippers do not send their goods by Can- 
adian railroads to benefit Canada, hut be- 
cause it pays thorn to do so. They are 
quite as much the gainers by tho trallic as 
the railway companies. So, to speak of it 
as a favor c\ tended to Canada is, if our con- 
temporary will pardon us for speaking so 
plainly, childish. 

Then, Canadians do not plunder American 
property in Alaska. Tho property of our 
neighbors in Alaska is as safe as it is in 
New York or Maine or Oregon. Canadians, 
as tho Oregonian very well kuows, are not 
plunderers. Any property that United 
Suites citizens own in Alaska is as safe, as 
far as Canadians aro concerned, as if it woro 
stored in or protected by the strongest 
citadel over made by man. 

We find it very difficult to believe that 
fcno Oregonian means by " our property " 
tho seals that swim on tho high seas of the 
North Pacific Ocean. It knows very well 
that the high BOOB are not Alaska, and that 
tlin opals that swim in thorn are not tlic 
»typerty of the United States. People who 



claim as their own property to which they 
have no right, arc sometimes called by a 
name which we would hesitate to apply to 
our neighbors across the line. That they 
do not deserve uny such reproachful desig- 
tiou is seen from the fact that their Govern- 
ment has consented to refer the right to 
call tho seals "our property" to arbitration, 
and the Oregonian, like the sensible patriotic 
journal it 13. approves of that reference It 
should uot, therefore, anticipate a decision 
favorable to tho American claim by calling 
the seals "our property " beforo the arbitra- 
tors have handed in their award. 



READING THE MINUTES. 

It seems to us that the City Councillors 
are making a groat deal of unnecessary fuss 
about confirming the minutes of the previous 
meetings. What are the minutes ? They 
are nothing moro thau a record of the pro- 
ceedings of tho Council. The vote that 
they are correct or incorrect, confirms no- 
thing that has been done, nor rescinds no- 
thing. The vote of tho Council is, as we 
understand it, the effective thing. Making 
a minute of tho vote, or failing to make a 
minute of it, does not change tho nature of 
tho vote in tho least. Of course it is con- 
venient to have the vote properly recorded, 
but it is nothing more than convenient. 
Tho minute is good evidence that the vote 
has been taken. Nothing more. The vote 
is, in our opinion, just as effectivo the 
moment after it is taken, as it is after the 
minutes are confirmed. Tho confirmation 
of tho minutes, or the refusal to confirm 
them, does not affect the validity of the 
vote in the least. The record of an act does 
not change its nature in any way, though 
the want of that record to prove that it lias 
been done, may bo productive of very 
serious consequences. In so far as the 
minutes are evidence they are important, 
but no further. This, we think, is the com- 
mon-sense view of tho matter, and it will, 
if wo do not very greatly mistake, be borne 
out by the authorities. 



AN INTERESTING DISCUSSION. 

It can no longer ho said that British Col- 
umbia is not known abroad. Gentlemen 
who have visited the province sound its 
praises wherever they go, and British Col- 
umbians themselves are evidently making 
it part of their business, when they visit 
Eastern countries, to let those whom they 
meet know what the Pacific Coast province 
of the Dominion is like. Our readers saw 
extracts from the excellent paper which the 
Rev. Mr. Beaulands read before the Royal 
Colonial Institute, on tho 9th of February 
last. In that paper that gentleman did his 
adopted country justice. That it made a 
favorable impression on those who heard it 
may be gathered from the very interesting 
discussion that followed the reading. 

Both Canon Beanlands' address and the 
discussion are published in the March num- 
ber of the Journal of tho Royal Colonial In- 
stitute. The speeches made by Sir Charles 
Tuppor, Mr. A. Stavely Hill, M.P., Mr. A. 
W. Harvey, of Newfoundland, Senator 
Macdonald, Colonel W. J. Engledua, 
R. E., and others, are exceeding- 
ly interesting, as they contain in- 
formation about this province which 
cannot but make a favorable impression on 
those in Great Britain who are looking for 
homes in a new country, which ofi'jrs them 
good chances for the investment of capital 
and a favorable field in which to exert their 
energies. In view of the proposals now be- 
foro the Provincial Legislature to aid in the 
development of tho deep sea fisheries of the 
province, the following extract from the 
speech of Col. Engledue, who has evidently 
devoted much attention to that subject, 
will be welcome to our readers. In the 
course of his remarks, the gallant Colonel 
said : 

The development of the Deep Sea Fish- 
eries of British Columbia is of so vast an 
importance to that province that I must ask 
your indulgenco and pardon if I detain you 
for a short time with a brief account of the 
industry I alludo to and its capabilities for 
development. Up to the present lime, be- 
yond tome small spasmodic attempts, no 
efforts have been made to utilize the rich 
harvest of the sea which may be reaped 
from the Pacific waters on the coast of Van- 
couver Island, and off (Juecu Charlotte 
Islands. Fishing hanks exist of a large 
area, many within tho tbrco-milo limit, 
which literally swarm with fish of the 
choicest and most delicate quality. Several 
harbors abound where fishing villages could 
bo located, and in tho sheltered waters of 
which fishing could be carried on if too 
stormy weather prt vailed outside. Forests, 
producing a practically inexhaustible supply 
of useful timber, cover a large proportion 
of the coast lands, and are capable of pro- 
viding materials for boat-building, for the 
construction of houses and stores, and for 
birrel und box-making, and for many other 
requirements, the outcome of a fishing 

industry To reap the full 

advantages of the natural resources, popula- 
tion und capital aro required. Steps are 
being taken by the Government, aided by 
the Imperial exchequer, to promote tho 
emigration of Scotch crofters, who arc also 
fishermen, and negotiations are boing 
carried on to enable tho necessary capitnl 
to lie raised to start a large commercial en- 
terprise to utilise tho catches of fish, which 
may be reasonably expected, will bo tho 
reward of the crofter labor. When it is 
considered that the supplies of fish on the 
Pacific coast, equal, if they do not excel, 
those of the Atlantic seaboard, both in 
quantities and quality ; that markets exist 
within a reasonable distance, us regards 
carriage, for every description of fresh und 
cured fish, it can bo easily understood that 
a vast industry is capable of being built up, 
which cannot fail to benefit both tho pro- 
vince, the crofters and the investor. Con- 
tingent intorprises, such as the extraction 
of oil from the whale, dog-fish, cod, herring, 
oolachen, and the manufacture of fish glue 
and of valuable fertilisers from the fish 
refuse, will swell the profits and make the 
fishing industry of the West Coast equal in 
magnitude to that of the Eastern Provinces, 
whore 70,000 fishermen now find profitable 
occupation." 

No one wiio is acquainted with the deep- 
sec fishery of the province, and who has 
had a glimpse of the wealth which the sea 
that washes the chores of tho province con- 
tains, will say that Col. Kngledue's picture 



is overdrawn. It would, indeed, be difficult 
to imagine a richer field for men engaged in 
a great fishery enterprise than that which 
exists around tho coasts and islands of this 
province. It is, too, a field which ia as yet 
uu worked. Wo believe that as the deep- 
sea fisheries of the coast become developed, 
sources of wealth whose existence is not now 
dreamed of, will be discovered. Tho ex- 
ploration is neurly all to be done, and who 
can tell what tho explorers may find? The 
enterprise to which Col. Engledue ulluded 
is a most promising one, nil I we bulieve that 
when once a beginning is made it will be 
carried on skilfully und energetically. It 
is, we learn, in good bunds, and if tho en- 
couragement, naked for ia extended to the 
Commercial Company by the province, as 
much money as limy be required will be 
forthcoming.

WHAT HE EEMEMBERS. 



Interesting Incidents in the Life of a 
Pioneer in the H. B. Co's 
Service. 



An Indian's Terrible Revenge — A 
Woman Pray s for a Lookiiigf-jrlass 
in Exchange for Her Child. 



Going up in the train to Goldstream, re- 
cently, I sat in the sent behind a very old 
man, who was watching tho scenery, as the 
carriage flew along, with evident enjoy- 
ment. There being very few other people 
in the car, wo soon got into conversation, 
that is to say my fellow traveller did, for I 
sat tho whole time in delight and listened 
to him speak about old adventures and early 
days in Canada. Wo had not been speaking 
above a couple of minutes when I found out 
that he was a pioneer of pioneers, and that, 
though physically old and feeble, his mental 
capabilities were as bright and active as 
ever. So I sat still and let him go ahead, 
switching him off occasionally by a judicious 
word or two into tho subjects I more par- 
ticularly wished him to speak of. It would 
be impossible to crowd into such a short 
sketch, as this is intended to he, half of 
what my companion said, nor could I, how- 
over much 1 tried, give any idea of the 
manner in which each anecdote fell from 
his lips, nor of tho animated gestures and 
powerful word pictures with which he gar- 
nished his remarks. 

"I was a raw Scotch lad in them days," 
ho said, "when we broke up home in Wick, 
and 1 tumbled off to London with the old 
man, who was uoing to see mo safe aboard 
the Hudson Bay company's ship Priuce of 
Wales. I was apprenticed for the usual 
number of years, and on the 2nd of March, 
1851, ive sailed away, down past the docks, 
out into the Clmnuel, and oil' to sea. I won't 
speak of tho voyayo now, beyond saying 
that, as in all the H. 15. Co.'s ships at that 
time, the apprentices wore treatad with the 
greatest kindness, and tho vessels belonging 
to the corporation were always splendidly 
manned, on account of their reputation. 
Our chief officer was the father-in-law of 
Senator Macdonald, and our captain one of 
the best known skippers sailing out^of Eng- 
land. Wo arrived in Hudson's Straits in 
tho latter end of the year, and sailed up 
them before entering the Bay, staying at 
several small native trading posts on the 
way. At one of these, as our ship sailed 
up through tho smooth, ice-cold water, I 
happened to bo busy in the leo chains, and 
when we swung round on our auchor chains 
a long skin canoe hauled in right alongside 
me, and hooked on to the chains on which I 
was standing. In the bow of tho canoe was 
a young woman, with a child in, her arms, 
and, as they got underneath nie, I pulled 
out from my pocket a small, cracked piece 
of looking-glass that I hud bought for a 
penny bofore I left Wick, and held it right 
over her face. She looked into it, screamed 
with delight, and then offered me her baby 
for the precious treasure. She cried and 
screamed alternately until I gave her the 
glass, and when she handed nie the child in 
return I put it back in hor arms and waved 
her away. She could not believe that she 
was to have possession of both for several 
minutes, and when our interpreter explain- 
ed it to her Bhe passed up, out of the boat, 
four ivory tusks, which I took, and after- 
wards sold in Montreal for six huudred dol- 
lars. So out of my penny investment! 
mude thirty thousand per cent. That would 
have satisfied Jay Gould, wouldn't it '!" 
asked the old man, as ho plunged into his 
second tale. 

" When the 'Prince of Wales' reached 
tho upper waters of Hudson's Bay, I was 
told by tho old hands aboard, who had 
been in those parts before, that they would 
show me some wonderful Esquimaux shoot- 
ing beforo wo got up much further. They 
then proceeded to attach to some fine 
string Eome big ship's biscuits, and tied 
them, with about a hang of three feet, to 
the extremity of every yard of the vessel. 
When we reached James Bay, which was 
our next point of call, the water was rather 
rough, and, as we let go the anchor, the 
old Prince wns shaking and tumbling about 
not a little. This, however, did not deter 
the natives from crowding around us in 
their skin boats, and a shout went up as 
they recognized tho buscuits, for they knew 
what they meant. And in a minute a man 
fantastically clothed got up in the bow of 
tho largest canoe with a bow and arrow in 
his hands, anil, as he was steered round the 
ship, fired upwards. Out of six shots he 
cut four strings, clean in two, and caught 
irt his hands three out of the four biscuits. 
I have never since seen or heard of such ac- 
curate shooting, even when men were armed 
with the latest invented rifles." 

"When I left the ' Priuce of Wales,' 
and, after a scries of adventures, reached 
the Fraser River, still in tho service of tho 
II. B. Co., I was sent up to posts on the 
river, and for some time was eng igod in 
silting and pickling salmon. When the 
lish were brought up from the river wo 
used to prepare the salt in the barrels and 
stand them outside round about tho fort. 
One day, late in the season, we had about 
ten barrels outside, full of the clear, strong 
pickle, all ready for their fish, when about 
twenty ugly-looking Indians came down to 
tho fort, with weapons reversed and all 
signs of abject submission on their faces. 
Mr. James Murray Yale happened to bo in 
'.ho fort at the time, and it was soon 
ascertained that they were all suffering 
from tho worst sort of ophthalmia, their eyes 
being distended and bloodshot and in a very 
bad condition. The tribes about us, whose 
members were our fishermen, were hostile 
to those who bad come down, and some of 
the local chiefs determined, as they dared 
not light at tho fort, to wreak their ven- 
geance upon them in some other manner. 
Accordingly, three of their women, prompt- 
ed by the chiefs, approached the afllicted 
warriors and told them that some medicine 
had been just made for bad eyes, but it was 
to be distributed among tho river Indians, 
and that nono would bo given them because 
they were hostile. "However," they went 
on, " if you are quick and will go to-night 
when the white men are asleep and dip your 
heads in thoso barrels for two minutes your 
eyes will bo bright and good once more." 
That samo evening everybody in tho fort 
was aroused by a terrible screaming and 
yelling, and rushing out, beaded by Mr. 
Yale, we found the 26 visitors in a terrible 
condition, their eyes and faces saturated 
with the strongest brine pickle ever made. 
They were at once ordered to plunge in tho 
river, and for several hours behaved like 
madmen. Our doctor succeeded in allaying 
tho torture of several of them, but it was 
soon ascertained that eight were blinded for 
life. Three years later, some time after our 
post bad been removed from that point, I 
lieiird incidentally that the Indians who 
had [practised the joke had been wiped out 
of existence by tho tribe to which the'.blinded 
men belonged. So that justico sometimes 
gets evened up among tho Indians as wall 
as white men."

AN IMPORTANT liEFOUT. 

It Advocates That Some License bo Shown 
Factories and Oiliers re Side- 
walk JJIocklnsr. 

The following report of the Police Coni- 
mitteo of the City Council has been handed 
in to tho clerk. It explains itself. 

" Be conipluint of J. Phoenix who was 
fined So, in the polico court for using a por- 
tion of the street for piling lumber thoreou 
without having obtained permission so to 
do, your Police Committee beg to report as 
follows : — 

" That the By-Law his been uniformally 
observed by contractors and others, requir- 
ing tho use of tho street, inasmuch as no 
less than §1,800 was paid into the treasury 
last year, as deposits for permission to use 
tho streets for building and other purposes. 
Your committee learn that preceding coun- 
cils, irresponsive to petitions presented to 
them by parties interested, such as owners 
of blacksmiths shops and others, doing a 
large business, the nature of which business 
requires the use of a limited portion of the 
streot in front of the premises where busi- 
ness is curried on, have granted permission 
to such to use same, and those carrying on 
such business, iron shops, and factories, 
lumber mills, &c, have always considered 
that they were entitled to do so without 
making a request to the council for express 
permission every year. 

" In the case, however, of persons requir- 
ing tho use of any particular street, and not 
carrying on permanently in said street, any 
extensive business as aforemeutioned, and 
not applying for permission to uso the 
street, the By-Law has been enforced, and 
Mr. Phoenix's case is no exception to tho 
rule. 

" The Police Court record shows that 
persons have been repeatedly summoned for 
tho same offence as that of Mr. Phoenix and 
similarly fined. 

" Your committee therefore arc of opin- 
ion that Mr. Phoenix has not been unjustly 
dealt with, or discriminated against in this 
matter, and has no genuine chubc for com- 
plaint."

Ql'ESTION OF 1'KIVILKGK. 

Mr. BROWN rose to a question of privi- 
lege.

Mr. Speaker informed the hon. momber 
for .West Koutenay (Mr. Kellie) that his 
bill, No. 9, respecting the incorporation of 
Railway, Tramway and Telephone com- 
panies was out of order. A bill to cover 
such objects us wero here set out could only 
be introduced as a private measure. 

QUESTION OF PRIVILEGE. 

Mr. Grant rose to a question of privi- 
lege. In the Colonist of March 23rd, and 
the Times of March 24th, he was reported 
as having voted nay on Mr. Sword's amend- 
ment to a motion of Hon. Mr. Robson rc 
tlie Columbian incident. As a matter ot 
fact he had voted yea. He wished to siy 
that he was sure the error was unintentional, 
as he was thoroughly satiotijd that no mem- 
ber of the press gallery would wilfully mis- 
represent any member of the Houbo. 

VICTORIA A.NO F.SqUlMALT TELEPHONE CO. 

The House went into committee of tho 
whole on the Victoria and Esquima.lt Tele- 
phone Company's Bill, Mr. Anderson in the 
chair. 

The committee rose and reporteil the bill 
complete with amendments. 

SISTERS OF CHARITY. 

The House went into Committee of the 
Whole, on the bill to incorporate the Sisters 
of Charity and of Providence iu British Col- 
umbia, Mr. Rjgcrs in the Chair. 

Committee rose and reported the bill com- 
plete with amendments. 

KASLO SLOCAN RAILWAY CO. 

The HouBe went into Committee of the 
Whole, to consider the bill to incorporate 
the Kuslo Slocan Railway company, Mr. 
Smith in the Chair. Committee rose and 
reported bill complete with amendments. 

KOOTENAY POWER CO.'S BILL. 

Mr. Eberts, for Col. Baker, moved the 
socond reading of tho Kootcnay Power Co.'s 
bill. Read a second time, and put down 
for committee on Saturday. 

MUNICIPALITIES BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Davie resumed tho adjourned 
debate on the Municipalities Bill, No. 24 
(Mr. Brown.) He said he had carefully ex- 
amined the bill, und found that its princi- 
ples were much more extensivo than had 
been at first explained by tho promoter. 
Tho chief provisions were, (l,)to permit 
residents owning no property to vote on 
money by-laws, which money, it must be 
remembered, would havo to be paid by the 
taxes on property, and also (2) 
to provide for the appointment by 
the electors of a Board of three 
Commissioners at an unstated salary, 
. who would have control of the police and of 
all the revpnue-narning property of the 
cities. He (Mr. Davie) thought it was un- 
necessary to go into any agument to oppose 
such principles as these, which it must be 
apparent to any and every member of the 
House, were at least not such as were desir- 
able in the interests of the cities of the pro- 
vince. 

Mr. Brown aBked tho indulgence of the 
Hou8o to explain tho provisions of the act, 
which ho said had been unfairly stated by 
the Attorney-General. Ho claimed that 
even were this bill passed it would bo op- 
tional with the cities whethor they adopted 
it or not, and tho principles wero, in fact, 
on more conservative lines than the 
present municipal law. 

Hon. Mr. RonsoH said that tho Houae 
bad no business to offer any option to the 
cities in a bill of this kind when, the prin- 
ciples of tho measure wero so obviously bad. 
He did not propose to go into tho details of 
tho bill, but there was one matter to which 
he must refer. There had been 
sent to him officially as Provincial 
Secretary, a copy of a resolution 



passed by the Now Westminster City 
Council, wheroin they opposed the clause of 
tho bill permitting non-property owners to 
vote. Ho (Mr. Robson) could not under- 
stand the peculiar position the member for 
Westminster City (Mr. Brown) occupied in 
endeavoring to force upon the city a pro- 
vision they had said so plainly they did not 
want. 

After remarks by Messrs. Booth and 
Sword, 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said that ho thought 
it would be inadvisable to pass tho bill at 
present. Such legislation was considerably 
iu advance of the time. If British Columbiu 
had not a written constitution liko the B. 
N. A., or was in tho same position as tho 
adjoining states of tho Union, the measure 
now proposed might bo useful, Ho would 
have to opposo the second reading. 

Mr. Grant expressed tho opinion that 
the Government was forcing tho people to 
ask for Buch legislation as this. The Gov- 
ernment had, be said, been trying to cen- 
tralize the power and take it away from 
tho municipalities, and such action would 
force tho people to U8k for legislation of 
this kind. 

The motion for tho second rpoding was 
lost, without a division. 

MUNICIPAL BILLS. 

The House went into Committee of tho 
Whole on Municipal Bills, Nos. 21 aud27, 
Mr. McKenzio in the chair. 

The clau>os referring to tho appointment 
of Police Magistrates by the Lieut.-Gover- 
nor in-Council, again provoked considerable 
discussion. Hon. Mr. Beaven, and Messrs. 
Kitchen and Grunt, objected strenuously on 
the ground that the people of the cities were 
the ones who had to foot the bill, und this 
being the case, tliey should certainly be able 
to keop in their hands tho power of making 
the appointments. 

Mr. Brown dealt with the question at 
considerable length. He claimed that tho 
Government was entirely out of sympathy 
with the people, and that tho members of 
the Opposition more truly represented the 
popular voice of the people than did tho 
members of the Government. (Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Robson said he was surprised 
at the remarks made by tho hon. member 
for Westminster district, who stated that 
tho people of tho country were represented 
by members of tho Opposition. Tho 
fact was that when the peop.e had an op- 
portunity of expressing their opinion, they 
had by a large majority elected to support 
the Government. He thought it came with 
bad grace from the member for Westmin- 
ster to attempt to say that tho Government 
was not in sympathy with tho people, for 
he (Mr. Brown) was himself in exactly that 
position. Twice within the last few weeks 
the City Council of New Westminster, 
which might be fairly supposed to represent 
the people, had passed votes of censure upon 
their member (Mr. Brown). 

Mr. Brown claimed that tho votes of cen- 
sure had been passed at the instigation of 
the Premier himself. 

Hon. Mr. Robson denied that in auy way 
he had suggested, or even hinted, to the 
Council that they shnula "go for" Mr. 
Brown. He (Mr. Robson) read a statement 
made by the Mayor of New Westminster, 
to the effect that Mr. Brown had stated 
he was trying to get a certain piece of land 
wanted for tho city of Westminster for the 
Bishop of New Westminster— this, too, in 
opposition to the express wishes of the City 
Council. 

It being (5 o'clock, the House rose.

EVENING SESSION. 
The Speaker took tho Chair at 8 o'clock. 

MUNICIPAL BILLS, 

The House went into Committee of tho 
Whole on Municipal Bills, No. 21 and 27, 
Mr. McKenzie in the Chair. 

Dr. MlLNE opposed the passage of clauso 
24, which provides for tho appointment of 
all Polico Magistrates by the Government. 
He said that Victoria, at least, had got 
along very well under the present system, 
and thero was no need for a change. 

After remarks by Hon. Mr. Davie, the 
clause passed. 

There was considerable difference of 
opinion with regard to the clause which 
prevents police magistrates acting as coun 
sel in any criminal case. Some of the mem 
bers thought this clause should be sc 
amended that the magistrates could act ai 
counsel outside the cities in which their 
appointment was. Tho clause, however, 
dually passed without amendment. 

Several explanatory and modifying 
clauses being passed, brought the commit 
tee to the section placing the appointment 
and control of the police in tho hands of a 
Board of Commissioners, composed of th 
County .fudge, the Mayor, and the Polico 
Magistrate. 

Hon. Mr. Davie expluincd-that at present 
the members of tho police force were more 
or - less at all times under the control of the 
City Council. These very policemen could 
be made puppets in the hands of the alder 
men, and it was but natural to suppose that 
when election time cumu round every police 
man would deem it to be more. or less in his 
interest to work for his favorites. 

Hon. Mr. Braven objected, on the 
ground that the City Council had to supply 
the money and should have the control. 

Mr. Brown said that now the Attorney 
General had explained the clause, he could 
Bee what it was. At first, Ihb idea was that 
the clause had been put in from simple in 
ternal cussedness. The Government hail 
now mado all tho school teachers in the 
province their political agents, and now 
they wanted to make the policemen do the 
s^ine work. However, the innovation 
would not last very long. 

Hon. Mr. Davik— ft will last longer 
than you will be in political life. 

Mr. Brown — That may be. Tho way 
things are going now I don't care very much 
if it does. (Laughter.) Ho continued 
ennumerating a number of ojectious he saw 
to the proposed s-ystem. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven claimed that tho law 
in Ontario was not the same as was now pro- 
posed. There 'they could by by-law dis- 
solve the board und take the responsibility 
of running their own affairs. 

Mk. Cotton roso to remark that the 
Government's political soul was shrivel- 
led up. 

Mr. SEMLIN claimed that tho Attorney- 
General had deceived the House, in saying 
that the proposed cluuso was copied from 
tho Ontario Statute, and this had been 
shown by tho hon. leader of tho Opposition 
to be incorrect. 

Hon. .Mil. Davik replied that ho had not 
said the change he proposed was a copy of 
tho Ontario law. What ho did say was, 
that it wns the system in Ontario. He had, 
however, no objection to adding tho option 
of the Ontario' Stututo. The idea was to 
udopt tho same system us was in voguo 
elsewhere. 

Tho original clauso was then withdrawn, 
and a clauso inserted tho samo as tho pro- 
visions of the Ontario statute. This clause 
passed unanimously. 

Additional clautcs wero passed, and tho 
committee rose, reported progress, und 
asked leave to sit again. 

The House adjourned at 1 1 o'clock.

The Government bus approved a contract 
with Delfio Sanchez for extension of the in- 
terooeanic railroad to the Pacific Uncon- 
firmed rumors uro that Vallerata will be- 
come minister of communications; ex-Presi- 
dent Gonzales minister of war, and Justo 
Bcuitz minister of public works. 

Murders In Texas. 
El Paso, Texas, March 2.'!. — Another 
murder has been committed in the 
Bosque, in this city, near the spot where 
two strangers were killed lour weeks ugo. 
Benito Castro is the victim this time. Ac- 
cording to his wife's statement, Albert F. 
Brown, Marcos Medina, Eduardy Ortoga, 
and Virginio Gonzdes appeared at the Cas- 
tro house, at an curly hour, and demanded 
admittance. Castro's wife permitted Brown 
and Gonzales to enter. Castro was aroused 
and told to dress and accompany them. 
This he proceeded to do, und Brown and 
Gonzales joined their gang outside while 
Castro was gotting into his clothes, his 
wife, fearing trouble, closed and locked the 
door'behind them, and refused to open it 
when ordered to do so. Without further 
ceremony they began shooting through the 
door. At the first volley Castro gave a cry 
and fell to the tloor mortally wounded. No 
cauao is assigned for the killing. The 
sheriff, to-day, captured all of the parties 
but Gonzales, who, it is feared, has escaped 
into Mexico. 

Hold I'lrc. 

BALTIMORE, Md., March 24. — A fare oc- 
curred, this morning, at Mount Washing- 
ton, by which the Hotel Eldunct was burned 
to the ground. There were a largo number 
of guests in the hotel at the time, but all 
escaped safely. Loss, §25,000; insurance, 
$11,000.

Sak Francisco, March 24.— The jury in 
the crse of Cbew Sin Jan. who killed special 
officer John Gillin, in Chinatown, a few 
months ugo, disagreed, this morning.

Berlin, March 23. — A conflagration is 
raging at Immenhausen, a town of about 
1,300 inhabitants, in Hesse-Nassau. Al- 
ready ninety houses and a number of stables 
have been burned. 

The rnrnrillte Fcuil. 

Cork, March 23.— Joseph Joyce, a sup- 
porter of the 1'urnellite section of the Irish 
parliamentary party, was to-day sentenced 
to be hanged for the murder of Putrick 
O'Leary, an anti-Parnellite. 

Miners' Eight-Hoar Kill Rejected. 

London, March 23.— In the Commons to- 
day the Miners' eight-hour bill was rejected, 
272 to 1G0, after a debate of some length, 
the bill brine supported by Joseph Cham- 
berlin and others. 

Fraiieo-Anierlcun F.vtrnilllloii. 

Paris, March 23. — M. Kibot, minister of 
foreign affairs, and M. RicirJ, minister of 
justice, have submitted to the cabinet the 
text of the extradition treaty with the 
United States. 

KnsOnn War .Preparations. 

London, March 24.— The Standard's St. 
Petersburg correspondent says : The of- 
ficers of the reserve are daily receiving 
orders in regard to their action in case of a 
suddon mobilization of troops. There is no 
doubt that every possible measure is being 
taken to seize the first advantugo after a 
declaration of war, which, however, will 
never come from Russia. 

No .MnnslniiKlitrr. 

San Francisco, March 24.— Captain H. 
H. Williams, of the ship Frederick Billings, 
charged among other things with man- 
slaughter, for making no uttempt to save 
the lives of five of his suilors who were 
washed overboard and drowned, when six 
days out from New York, was discharged 
by U. S. Commissioner Sawyer, this morn- 
ing, the evidence not being sufficient to 
hold him. 

Hlr George Baden-Powell. 

Washington City, March 23. — Sir 
George Baden-Powell visited Washington 
Cify, yesterday, simply to bid adieu to the 
officials with whom he came in contact 
while in conference here with the agents 
appointed by the Government upon the 
measures to be adopted for preserving the 
seal in liehring Seu. Two grounds were 
advance:! for the rumor that his visit was 
connected with the Behring Sea matter, 
ono being that the conference of agents, who 
visited the sealing grounds, last summer, 
were to be renewed ; but this, an official in- 
terested said, was not the case. Another 
was that he came to learn the sentiment 
prevailing here in oflicial circles towards 
the proposition to attach Canadian repre- 
sentatives to the British legation ut Wash- 
ington City. No confirmation of this could 
be had, however. 

Wood Will Case Hcliled. 
London, March 24. — The announcement 
that the Y\ ood will case has been settled 
was made heforo Justice Jeune in the pro- 
bate division of Her Mujesty's Figh Court 
of Justice, this morning, Mrs. Wood, the 
testatrix, died some years ago, leaving a 
fortune of about §1,000,000 to her niece, 
then Mrs. O'Shea, but now the widow of 
Cbas. Stewart Parnell. Her other nieces 
and her nephew, Gen. Sir Evelyn Wood, 
brought suit to have the will sot aside, 



alleging that undue influence had boen used 
upon Mrs. Wood to get her to make her 
will in Mrs. Parnoll's favor. It is believed 
that Mrs. Parnell, to whom everything bad 
been left absolutely, has consented to relin- 
quish to the seven claimants a considerable 
share of her inheritance. The engagement 
will shortly bo mado public of Mrs. Par- 
nell's daughter, Miss O'Shea, with Henry 
Harrison, M P, who was one of Parnoll's 
most faithful supporters. He will be re- 
membered in America as one of the com- 
mittee visiting the United States lust year 
to secure funds for Parnell. Harrison took 
chargo of Pornell's affairs after his death. 

The Lincolnshire lltwdierip. 

London, March 23. — The Lincolnshire 
handicap was won by Clureneo, Acrobil 
second, Link Boy third. There were 23 
starters. 

Terrific E.vploillon. 

Amsterdam, March 23. — -A terrific explo- 
sion of benzine, which caused the destruc- 
tion of four houses, killed a number of per- 
sons and injured 20, occurred on tlie Rrisor- 
graeht canal. The explosion resembled an 
earthquake. The work of diguing out the 
bodies began as soon as the tiro was ex- 
tinguished. The crushed und blackened re- 
mains of eight persons have been taken from 
the ruins. A number of persons are still 
missing, and it is feared that as work pro- 
ceeds the death list will be greatly in- 
creased. 

The Kaiser Still Dlsqulclcd. 

London, March 23. — The News' Berlin 
correspondent says Dr. Von Gnssler, for- 
merly minister of ecclesiastical affairs, has 
compiled a memoir against the Education 
bill, which has made a greut impression on 
Emperor William. Chuneellor Von Cuprivi 
will go to Huburslock, to-morrow, to confer 
with the Emperor. The Grand Duke 
Sergius, of Russia, passed through Berlin 
on Wednesday und asked to see the Em- 
peror, but he was told that the Emperor, in 
Accordance with his physician's instructions, 
could not receive him. In well-informed 
circles, people are tadting about the neces- 
sity for a regency, and, among diplomatists, 
t is said that Princo Henry is becoming 
every day moro popular. It is possible that 
the Emperor may return to Berlin, but he 
is certainly very ill now. The official 
world is beginning to bo very unoisy. 
Fears are entertained that William may 
seek vent for his excitement outside of Ger- 
many, and tlx) same fears are entertained in 
London. 

The Xcw Standard oil. 

TRENTON, N. J., March 23.— The Stan- 
dard Oil company, of Now Jersey, has filed 
a certificate with the Secretary of State, 
changing its name to the "Standard Oil 
Company," dropping the words "of New 
Jersey." Another certificate was filed by 
the company, and signed by Paul Babcock, 
president, increasing tho capital Block of 
the Standard Oil company to §10,000,000. 

Chinese Not Wanted. 

New YoKK, March 24. — A. public mass 
meeting was held in Cooper Union to-night, 
to udopt resolutions praying Congress to 
enact laws for tho prohibition of Chinese 
immigration. 

More Mexican Outlnwry. 

MEW ORLEANS, La., March 23.— A Times- 
Democrat Corpus Christi, Tex., special says: 
A small party of rangers bad a fight yester- 
day with Garza's band, near Bennett's 
ranch, and Robert Dougherty, one of the 
rangers, was killed. Captain McNeil and 
twenty rangers havo gono to the scene. 
Another fight occurred yesterday about 35 
miles from San Diego. Deputy Sheriff Bona- 
vido was out with a posse after James Ains- 
.vorth, supposed to be one of tho parties 
who robbed Stein a few weeks ago. The 
posse came upon Ashworth near where 
Glover wus killed, und u fight took place. 
One of the posse was shot in the leg and one 
of tho outlaws killed. Sheriff Burkley and 
another posse left last night for that point. 
Tho troops of cavalry which have been 
patrolling tint country passed through yes- 
terday on their way to San Antonio. It has 
been known for several days that they wero 
to bo withdrawn, and. the boldness of the 
outlaws is attributed to the fact that they 
knew the soldiers wero gone. 

Destitution In <liieriiftlnnd Continues. 

BRISBANE, March 23. — The authorities, 
to-day, relieved 500 destitute persons. In 
an interview the mayor said the distress in 
Queensland, which was widespread and 
severe, is greatly duo to the reckless ex- 
penditure on unproductive railways, uhd to 
bad leadership in the late strike. Tho 
majority of the people, he said, favored the 
Government proposals for the introduction 
of Polynesian labor. 

The Portusuene Financial Crisis. 

LISBON, March L3. — The financial crisi9 in 
Oporto continues. Several bankers have 
been embarrassed by depositors withdraw- 
ing money. The Government has asked the 
Bank of Portugal to assist three banks that 
suspended payment. The Government, 
fearing an outbreak, has reinforced the 
Oporto garrison. . 

Cnprlvl Continues Chancellor. 

BERLIN, March 23. — It is reported that 
Emperor William has informed tho Em- 
peror of Austria and the King of Italy 
that Caprivi will retain the posts of Chan- 
cellor of tliu Empire and Prussian Foreign 
Minister, but will resign his position as 
President of tho Prussian Council. 

The Durham Idols. 

LONDON, March 24. — The riots at Hep- 
burn colliery, in Durham, growing out of 
attempts of the striking miners to force the 
enginemen to join in tho strike, were re- 
newed, to-day. The houses of the mine 
officials and enginemen wero stoned und 
several of tho occupants severely injured. 
The rioters wero dispersed by the police. 

The Drnytou-Borrowe t.'nse. 

Nkw York, March 23.— Tho steamer 
Majestic, whose arrival has been so eagerly 
watched for, owing to the fuct that among 
her passengers were J. Coleman Drayton 
and Hallet Alsop Borrowe, arrived here 
this afternoon. In consequence of the 
scandal in connection with the iiume of 
Drayton's wife, it was feared that they 
might engago in a serious quarrel on the 
vossol while at sea. No trouble occurred, 
however, and on the arrival of tho vessel, 
both refused to be interviewed regarding the 
affair. Drayton and Borrowe had not 
spoken to each other on the trip across. 
Drayton, in refusing to be interviewed, re- 
marked that ho had branded Borrowo a 
coward in Paris, and ho would repeat it 
now. A reporter subsequently obtained an 
interview with Borrowe. Borrowe de- 
clared, in answer to the question : "Has 
there ever been any impropriety in your 
conduct with Mrs. Drayton';" "Nover, as 
there iB a God in Heaven. There has never 



been a word passed between her and my- 
self that I would not havo been willing that 
her husband or the whole world should hear 
or know of. She is a very lovely woman, 
whom I respect and esteem. It is un out- 
rageous shame that she should bo culled 
upon to endure the knowledge of the fuct 
that her name wus apparently in every 
one's mouth, when sho knows, and I know, 
and, for tho matter of that, her husband 
knows, that she is innocent of wrong-doing, 
wrong thought, or wrong intent." 

LIFE INSURANCE. 

Iiitcrestlnir Statements Regarding Hie Amount 
of UusIhpss Dime lu tho 
United States. 

According to official figures, tho amount 
of life ussuranco in forco in the United 
States, has, duriug 1891, increased by 
$,'1S3,US4,7G7. The increuso in the amount 
written has been, all -told, 821,233,050. 
Leaving out of tho account, however, three 
companies doing mainly an industrial busi- 
ness, it is found that the other companies 
wrote in 1890, 8857.408,234 of new assur- 
ance, and in 1891 , 8903, 387,241, the increase 
being §15,010,007. Fight of the companies 
(omitting the industrial;) show a decreuse in 
new business. The aggregate increase, 
nearly §40,000,000, is a pretty largo amount, 
but very much less than the increase for 
lS'JO over 18S0, by these same companies, 
when it was §72,007,105, excluding indus- 
trials. This falling oil', is to be tukenas an 
indication of tho turning tide from high- 
pressure methods to healthy competition. 
Iu order to show the aggregate umount of 
assurance written (less industrial) in 1S91 
in the United States, there should be added 
to tho above, from §10,000,000 to §12,000,- 
000, written by the smaller localized com- 
panies, making, in round numbers, §015,- 
000,000, and a profitable increase in new 
business of close upon §47,000,000. How- 
ever, the amount of " assurance written" 
and tho amount actually issued and taken 
by policy holders, are, in tho United States, 
two very different things. For example, 
about 18 per cent, of tho ussuranco written 
in 1 SD0 was returned in tho official reports 
as "not taken." On this basis, there 
should be deducted from tho above §915,- 
000,000 about §105,000,000, leaving as tho 
amount issued aud taken $750,000,000.

Insane From I. a tirlppe. 

New York, March 2'.i. — George Sheppurd 
Page, the millionaire chemist, whose office 
in New York is at G9 Wall street, was com- 
mitted to the state insane asylum at Morris 
Plains, Ni J., Monday afternoon. His 
allliction was brought about by over appli- 
cation to business und a severe attack of la 
grippe. Mr. Page, a prominent figure in 
Wall street, lived in princely style at Stan- 
ley, N. J. His estate there embraces sev- 
eral hundred acres. Mr. Page was always 
eccentric. In the summer be used to invite 
newspuper men to his house, und on driving 
them back to the station would attire him- 
self in knickerbockers and red stockings 
and cary pistols in his belt, all of which 
was done for show. Mr. Page, just before 
his sickness, concluded a business transac- 
tion in gas interests that involved SI ,000,- 
000. That matter preyed on his mind. 

Xutiirnllzlmr a .Japanese. 

Seattle, March 24. — A formal demand 
to administer the oath of allegiance to a 
Japanese was made, yesterday, by Attorney 
Frank Hartley Jones, who presented M. 
Moriter, a native of Japan, as a candidate 
for citizenship to Clerk Spencer. Mr. 
Moriter is a Japanese who has made his 
homo in the United States for the past 
12 years. Since June la-it he has resided in 
Seattle. Formerly he was the Japanese 
consul at the Hawaiian Islands, and besides 
his native language he speaks fluently, 
English, French and Spanish. He bus 
made himself thoroughly familiar with the 
constitution of the United States, and he 
expects to make his permanent home under 
the stars and stripes. He has already 
acquired considerable property in Seattle, 
und he now proposes to become a citizen if 
possible. The clerk declined to administer 
the oath without legal advice. 

Sensational Divorce. 

CHICAGO, March 23. —A divorce suit, ap- 
parently promising interesting develop- 
ments, was begun, to-day, by Mrs. Ella 
Burlingham, wife of the Oak street drug- 
gist, whose departure for Europe during the 
Cronin excitement caused much comment.

The Worltl'H Fnlr. 

San FRANCISCO, March 23. — World's Fair 
Commissioner Mark L. McDonald, is in the 
city. He has made visits to Beveral interior 
counties, and says the outlook for a Califor- 
nia exhibit is very poor. He found the 
counties determined to get slices from the 
51100,000 state appropriation, and thinks that 
unless the commissioners take active steps 
to convince the citizens of the interior that 
the counties should make appropriations for 
their own exhibits nothing will be done.

Christian Scientists. 

"Cases have frequeutly occurred since the 
advent of that pestilent absurdity, mis- 
named "Christian Science," whore its dupes 
have discarded tho aid of ull medical skill 
for their helpless children, or even them- 
selves, when dangerously ill, and in Borne 
cases tho authorities havo been obligod to 
interfere, in order to save innocent lives. 
Recently, however, a case has occurred at 
Akron, Ohio, according to tho Indicator, 
involving the rights and duty of 
life insurance companies to interfere. 
A Mr. Farrar, of that city, who is 
largely insured, has been troubled for son-.o 
timo with heart disease, und, discarding 
medical treatment, put himself in tho hands 
of tho Christian scientists. On learning 
this, ono of the companies, through their 
local agent, com'eyed to the ailing policy 
holder the information, that if he persisted 
in neglecting to cull in a regular physician, 
his policy would bo cancelled. He saw tho 
point, and called in medical advice, and is 
improving. This heroic treatment is unique 
and beats that of the Christian scientists all 
hollow. 

Insurance tit New York. 

With tho recently issued official report of 
the New York insurance department cover- 
ing the business of 18!) I, wo arijablo to see 
the extent of the year's unprofitable result a 
to fire insuranea. The total number of 
joint-stock lire und fire-maiino insurance 
companies reporting for 1S01 was 12!), 
against ITS fir lS'.IO. Tho premiums re- 
ceived in 1S01 by these 12!) companies 
amounted to §1 10, 501 ,04.'), an increase over 
the premiums of the MS companies for 1890 
of §3,832,443. As the premium 
rate charged was about tho sumo— a trifle 
lower — as in 1890, this shows a consider- 
able increase in.volume of business. Whilo 
the increase of premiums was us above, the 
increase in losses paid was, however, very 
much greater. The 129 companies [laid in 
1891 for losses §69,007,453, whilo in 1800 
the MS companies paid $59,455,312, an in- 
crease in losses paid of §9 552,141, or two 
and a-bulf times us much as the premium 
increase. This increase, however, is not so 
serious us might seem when we consider that 
1890 was an exceptionally good year 
for the companies. If we look at total in- 
conio and expenditure, wo find that in 1891 
increase in the former over IS90 was §3,- 
709,471), and the increase in the latter 
812,355,557. This is relatively larger thun 
the increase in losses, and as less rather 
than more was paid out for dividends, more 
would seem to have been paid out for gen- 
eral expenses. Very naturally, the surplus 
shows a shrinkage from §28 109 107 to S25,- 
GS,'!,72l— u decrease of S2,425,740.— [In- 
surance and Finance Chronicle. 



New York Society, 

The following interesting notes on climb- 
ing the New York social ladder are by 
Julian Ralph, writing to the Providence 
Journal : \\ hoever should write an analysis 
of affairs in New York, to-day, and should 
leave out the strain of social ambition would 
miss the most serious thing in the lifo of the 
metropolis. We aro apt to think tho hard- 
est thing a man can do, is to como to New 
York, establish a foothold, and eventually 
make a fortune, as so many thous- 
ands of country boys havo done. But 
my observation is, that if you will go to 
those same men after they have put tho 
city under their feet, they will tell you that 
what they have accomplished was nothing 
as compared with what they have 
yet to do — and that is to get into 
society. I do not mean McAllister's 
Four Hundred when I say "society;" 
I mean polite society of any sort. I mead' 
the entree into any one of a hundred far 
more desirable circles than McAllister's 
bund of self-instituted aristocrats. The 
day was when a man had the entree of any 
such circle if lie was a respeciable man of 
any profession, or it he was rich. That is 
the case in tho smaller cities to day. Any 
doctor, lawyer, judge, or rich man, whose 
reputation is clean, can instantly gaiu ad- 
mission to the nicest circles in the small 
cities. But he cannot do so in New York. 
The only sure passports to such circles that 
I know of in New York to-day is to be born 
in such a circle. The next best thing is to 
boast a commission in the army or navy. 
The ciry is old mid rich, aud suspicious of 
all new-comers. That makes its society the 
most rigid and cruel in America. 



Haiiltolm'N Budget. 

In his budget speech, Treasurer McMillan, 
the other day, showed revenue for the 
year, $739,095.59; expenditures, 5828,- 
lilli 95. There was used for education 
$123,500, and immigration 574.170. The 
bill respecting the representation of the 
province at the World's Fair received its 
second reading in the House. It provides 
for the appointment of a person to be com- 
missioner of agriculture and immigration at 
and in reference to the international ex- 
hibition. The minister of agriculture will 
be authorized to make provision for the 
erection of a building if necessary. It is 
expected that upwards of (25,000 will be 
set apart for this purpose. The first divis- 
ion took place on motion of the louder of 
the Opposition that the election act of 1892, 
did not meet the approval of tho House. 
The vote was— Government, 20; Opposi- 
tion, 1 1.
